Another tragedy was perpetrated in 
the restricted district of Laredo yes­ 
terday afternoon 
about 3:30 o’clock, 
w'hen a negroes, Willie Johnson, was 
3hot three times and almost instantly 
killed by Private W. A. Hamilton, a 
member of 
the motorcycle 
squad of 
the Ninth Infantry regiment, who was 
later arrested by the police depart­ 
ment and lodged in the county Jail. 
There 
were no witnesses 
to 
the 
crime and it is said that the soldier 
was under the influence of liquor at 
the time. 
The man and woman were 
in a room together 
when 
suddenly 
persons In an adjoining house were 
alarmed by two shots which rang out 
in 
quick succession, 
follow'ed 
by a 
third shot a few seconds later. 
Two 
of the shots are 
said to have 
been 
fired as the woman 
faced the 
man 
and the third 
rang out as 
she 
ran 
from 
the room 
mortally 
wounded. 
The third shot hit the woman as she 
reached the door staggering and then 
she fell in the yard, yfirre, she im­ 
mediately expired. 
Some excitement was caused in the 
district and a large crowd soon gath­ 
ered about the scene of the tragedy 
and after Hamilton 
was 
arrested. 
This makes the third tragedy to take 
place in the restricted district in the 
past week, resulting in one white and 
one negro woman 
being killed 
and 
the serious wounding of another. 
Hamilton is Bound Over. 
This morning Hamilton was given a 
preliminary hearing before Justice of
